In  June  1973j  85.7^  of  producer  milk  received  by  pool  plants  was  priced  in  Class  I at 
.'>7.78  per  cwt.  and  34.3/j  ^^as  priced  in  Class  II  at  $5«73  per  cwt.  The  Jmie  butter- 
fat  differential  for  Class  I vras  7-3  cents  and  Class  II  was  7*0  cents. 

Total  producer  milk  received  during  June  1973  ^‘^as  353616,267  pounds  which  is  an  in- 
crease of  94,780  pounds  or  O.yjo  canpared  with  June  1972.  Deliveries  of  prodiicer 
Ba.se  milk  exceeded  producer  milk  used  in  Class  I by  8,9l4,940  pounds  or  percentagewise 
only  72.4^  of  Base  milk  was  used  in  Class  I.  The  June  daily  average  deliveries  from 
720  producers  was  1,649  poxmds.  This  compares  to  745  fs.rms  delivering  a daily  average 
of  1,589  pounds  per  day  during  June  1972.
